The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 2 line 20 reads -- the top part of the container , the angle of the lower end portion 
of the movable ring being substantially parallel to the area for pre-laminated hole sealed 
by the film in an initial position of the movable ring before the movable ring is rotated 
toward a cutting position to cut the film, and being not parallel to the area for pre- 
laminated hole sealed by the film after the movable ring is rotated toward the cutting 
position and cuts the film — 

Claim 7 line 22 reads -- than that of the flat surface portion of the top surface of the 
packaging container , the angle of the lower end portion of the movable ring being 
substantially parallel to the through hole sealed by the film in an initial position of the 
movable ring before the movable ring is rotated toward a cutting position to cut the film, 
and being not parallel to the through hole sealed by the film after the movable ring is 
rotated toward the cutting position and cuts the film . -
